U of T’s Seat Sale for Student Aid 


The University of Toronto is where great minds meet — talented students 
and extraordinary faculty. From every part of Canada and around the 
world, our students are the new generation of leaders. 


With reduced government funding, the days are gone when any university, 
even one as large and diverse as U of T, can be all things to all students. 
Partnerships and private support, together with a strong academic plan for 
the future, will ensure the university is competitive with the world’s best 
public research universities. Our ability to award scholarships has not 
increased with the growth of outstanding students with financial need.

Johann Sebastian Bach was born 312 years ago, on March 21, 1685, into 
a family that for generations had been closely identified with music making. 
In fact, so many of Bach’s relatives were engaged in the profession of music, 
that in the area of North Central Germany surrounding his birthplace of 
Eisenach, the word ‘bach’ was synonymous with ‘musician.’ 


For today’s programme we envision a private birthday party given for Bach by his 
family and friends. We know that his family gatherings frequently involved music- 
making, and we have attempted to recreate that kind of an occasion. Try to imagine 
a Sunday afternoon gathering at Bach’s house where he is surrounded by relatives 
and close friends, all of whom - including Bach himself - take turns performing. 
Represented on the programme are works by Bach, several of his German contem- 
poraries, one of his sons, and by one of his most distinguished predecessors (Lasso). 
As would be fitting on such an occasion, refreshments will be served at the end of the 
entertainment. 


The Faculty of Music Historical Performance Ensembles consists of a number 
of vocal and instrumental groups involved in the interpretation of music according 
to the style of its time. The ensembles include graduate and undergraduate students 
at the University of Toronto under the direction of Timothy McGee, assisted by 
Mary Enid Haines, Katherine Hill, and Gregory Johnston. 
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
